Statement of Relevance of References Listed 
Unaccompanied by English Translation 
Under 37 CFR 5 1.98(a)(3) 

In accordance with 37 CFR § 1 .98(a)(3), the following concise explanation of the relevance 
of each listed reference that is not in the English language and unaccompanied by a translation into 
English is provided. 

Austria Patent No. 396 347 : In a vehicle with an interchangeable superstructure which is 
mounted on the vehicle chassis by means of a detachable locking device and can be lifted off the 
chassis by means of a lifting device, the locking device and the lifting device are activated by means 
of a common actuator drive which is supported on the chassis and engages on a pivot lever which is 
fitted at one end with a mount for the interchangeable superstructure and is coupled at its other end 
to a clip which is rotatably mounted, with a stop limitation, on the chassis. In order to be able to 
provide any desired number of locking positions, it is proposed that the locking device be composed 
of a plurality of bolts which are distributed over the length of the superstructure, interact with bolt 
receptacles and, by displacing the interchangeable superstructure with respect to the frame of the 
vehicle chassis in the longitudinal direction of the vehicle can be engaged with, or disengaged from, 
the bolt receptacles, that the mount for the interchangeable superstructure which is provided on the 
pivot lever be designed as a receptacle for a superstructure support, and that the displacement path of 
the receptacle for the superstructure support, which path is determined by the movement of the pivot 
lever during the rotation of the clip should correspond at least to the locking/unlocking path of the 
bolts. 

German Patent No. 31 08 123 : The load surface of the self loading vehicle has a rigid frame 
which is gripped by the double arm lever and dropped over the rear edge to take the load. One arm is 
powered by a ram linked to the chassis to swing the other arm into a raised position. The second arm 
has a separate ram to operate a lifting action. The two arms grip the frame and pull it over the edge 
of the lorry. The frame can hold a container or any other load. It also serves as a ramp to pull up 
small vehicles for recovery. The front of the frame has a center cut-out to allow the arms to operate. 

German Patent No. 35 01 107 : The loading surface of the truck has sloping edges under the 
rear end. When tilted and slid rearwards, the sloping edge lie on the ground and form a shallow 
ramp onto which the leading edge of the container can be pulled. A traveling hoist moves along the 
loading surface and grips the front edge of the container to pull it up the ramp. The hoist is 
supported on rollers and has a pivot mounted grip system. This grips the lifting couplings for the 
container. The lifting arm can be swung around into a raised position to grip higher mounted 
couplings. The truck is able to handle heavy containers with complex winches etc. Stable support 
for load. 

Swedish Patent No. 770603 1 -7 : As depicted in Figures 1-5, the reference appears to disclose 
a trailer having means from mounting an extension of support thereto. 
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PCT Application No. WO 90/08052 : The transport vehicle with a detachable body consists 
of a mobile section with a control cab which has a access door to the load-carrying section of the 
vehicle, and an open back with one or more detachable compartments which can be fitted or 
removed at will. The detachable compartments can be mounted on rollers and can be fitted in place 
or removed by means of a winch system using the vehicle's rear tailgate as a ramp. The detachable 
compartments can be in a variety of configurations, for carrying passengers or freight, and once 
mounted on the back of the vehicle they can be locked in place by special fixings. 

SU 534 378 : The vehicle body is of the type which is removable and replaceable without 
external handling devices. (The vehicle with lowered lifting frame is backed into position under the 
body which stands on four folding legs.) This design speeds up this and the reverse procedure (for 
removal) by preventing jamming of the lifting frame and providing visual indication to the driver of 
correct or incorrect engagement. The lift frame, raised and lowered by a pair of two-way hydraulic 
cylinders, has hollow section vertical pillars running over rollers mounted on the vehicle chassis. 
The body frame has two box section longitudinal which serve as guides to the lift frame as the 
vehicle is reversed into position. The lift frame also serves to secure the body via sockets into which 
taper projections from the body underside fit when the assembly is lowered in correct alignment. 
Correct engagement is signaled to the drivers' cab by a system of lights controlled by switches in the 
sockets. To detach the body, the lifting frame is raised to a sufficient height to enable the support 
legs to be folded down to a position just above the ground. After release of all securing clips the 
body is lowered into contact with the ground. Slight further lowering of the lifting frame enables the 
vehicle to be driven clear. 

SU 1706898 : As depicted in Figures 1 -6, the reference appears to disclose a vehicle having 
means for selectively interlocking a trailer.
